Noble Still Rersins Un. 
explained 


MARINERS SHE WAS 
WRECKED ON SAND-BANK 


South Wind Today Has Ironed 
Out Big Sea Raised by 
Northeast Gale 


Port Arthur, Ont, April 20. — The 
big storm which did so much damage 
at Duluth and on the south shore of 
Lake Superior yesterday had no ap- 
preciable effect about this district, The 
wind was northeast and the shore 
therefore provided a shelter ror this 
side of the waterway, though some 
boats arriving today report gales at 
the lower end of Buperior. The weath- 
er is now fine and mild, 

Mystery Unsolved, 

Duluth, April 30.—Not a stick of 
new wreckage, not a body, not a 
glimpse of the hulk of the steamer 
Benjamin Noble, was visible on the 
piacid hesom of Lake Superior today. 
A south wind had ironed out the 
heavy lake until tt assumed its usual 
kreenish smoothness and a warm sun 
shone on snow, twigs and small land 
wreckage left by the great storm that 
ended yesterday, 

‘Mariners are puzzled and laymen 
vide no attempt to explain the mys- 
tery of the disappearance of the 
Noble. The general belief is that she 
made the attempt to reach the shelter 
of Duluth land-locked harbor—that 
she expected to tind the entrance 
guarded by a rec ight of the south 
entrance pler, and a fog horn warn, 
ing her of the proper direction until 
she could see that dight 

Light Out, Pog Horn Silent, 

The light was oul, the fog horn was 
silent, and the Noble, running before 
the gale of wind and snow, veered off 
her course to the canal piers, struck 
side on against the sand bank that 
forms Park point, was upset and went 
tumbling Into the abyss of water, pro- 
bably rolling over and over until she 
settiod on the bottom, many fathoms 
below, In her gyrations of sliding 
down the submerged hillside, marine 
men belleved the cabin and smaller 
articles were dislodged and these 
came ashore. 

The crew, probably insi@g because 
of the raging elements, must have 
been caught there, If their bodies He 
in the shallow waters they will rise in 
nine days and come ashore—if. they 
went into the green water they will 
never be seen again, The water thus 
preserves bodies, and many that have 
been lost on the coast off Duluth nev- 
er have been recovered, 

Lost Sight of Lights, 

Incoming steamers report having 
seen the Noble making her fight to- 
ward Duluth. The freight Norwalk 
was one of these, She fought the seas 
alongside the Noble alt th®-way from 
the Seo. The Noble was making a 
good fight though shipping huge 
waves, 4s was the Norwalk, Nearing 
Duluth the Norwalk lost sight of th 
Nobleg lights, 

PeodPle burned bonfires last night on 
Park pvint in the hope that something 
might come ashore, They would not 
say, however, that some forlorn hope 
caused diem to burn the beacons for 
a possible survivor of the wreck of the 
Noble. 

Ran Into Coal Carrier, 

Kingston, Ont., April 30,—Running 
into Collins Bay during the night for 
shelter from a heavy gale, the schoon- 
er Julia GB. Merrill, owned by Captain 
Htenry Daryeau, Kingston, ran into the 
schooner Keewatin, coal laden, and al- 
most sent her to the bottom. The Kee- 
watin’s bowsprit and jib-boom were 
knocked out and the vessel took wa- 
ter fast, but by using pumps was kept 
afloat till port was reached. 

On her way to Kingston from Cape 
Vincent the tug Umbria, owned by 
Fallon Brothers, Kingston, ran hard 
against the shore off Carleton Island. 
The first report stated that the crew 
of four were drowned, but all émeaped. 

Two St. Catharines Men in Crew, 

St. Catharines, Ont., April 30.-—- 
William Shaver, aged 21, St, Catha- 
rines, unmarried, and Earl Crawford, 
aged 19, of Port Dalhousie, were 
among the crew of nineteen of the 
steamer Noble lost on Lake Superior. 
Another St. Catharines youth, John 
Labor, was to have joined the  tll- 
fated bowt on its trip down the lakes, 


Fine Weather Is 
Now Forecasted 
Weather Becomes More Settled 


Throughout the Prairie 
Provinces 


Winnipeg, Man., April 30, — The 
weather has been cold throughout 
Manitoba and most of Saskatchewan, 
but it hag become more settled, while 
in Alberta it has been mostly fine and 
warm. Prospects.are for fine, warmer 
weuther in the prairie provinces today 
and Friday. 

At only four points in Alberta was 
frost recorded, four degrees being reg- 
istered at Brooks, Macleod and Leth- 
bridge, and one degree at Coronation 
In Saskatchewan six points reported 
frost, varying from three degrees at 
Moostmin to nine at Elbow, an ave- 
rage of 6.5. Frost in Manitoba almost 
vanished last night, six districts re- 
porting an average of l@s than three 
degrees, the coldest being at Cypress 
River, where there was elght degrees.
